FIRST DAY—THURSDAY MORNING SESSION 


The Ebenezer Baptist Association met in its Forty-first An- 
nual Session at the First Baptist Church, Gastonia, N. C., Sept- 
ember 25, 26, 27, 1930. 

The Moderator, Rev. W. A. Roberts, conducted the praise 
Services. Hymn No. 398 C. M., “Oh For a Closer Walk With God” 
ete., was sung by the congregation. 

The Moderator called our minds to the vacancies of the 
following officers which had been taken from among us by death 
—Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, and Vice Mod- 
erator. 

The Moderator appointed Rev. F. L. Howell as Recording 
Secretary, Protem. 

Scripture Lesscn—90th Psalm. 

After some very timely remarks by the Moderator, prayer 
was offered by Br. W. M. Ramseur. 

Bro. E. D. Poag led in singing, ‘When I Lay My Burden 
Down,” ete. 

A period was given for expressions during the Praise Service 
The Spirit of God was manifested in the service. 

After ‘the Praise Service the Moderator called the house to 
order for business. 

The Program was read. 

By motion the program was adopted as a guide with proper 
corrections. 

The committee on Enrollment was appointed. 

The committee on Finance was appointed. 

The committee on Permanent Organization was appointed. 

Arrangements were made for purchasing badges. 

The time having arrived for the Introductory Sermon, in the 
absence of Rev. N. McCollough, Rev. W. M. Kneely was appoint- 
ed to accompany Rev. M. L. Davidson. 

Rev. W. M. Kneely lined hymn, “Am I A Soldier of The 
Cross,” ete. 

Prayer by Rev. W. M. Kneely 

The Moderator with befitting words presented Rev. M. L. 
Davidson, the speaker. He took a text from Eph. 4:2; 2 Cor. 5:14 
Thme: ‘‘The Love of Christ.” 

Rev. M. L. Davidson led in singing, “So Glad I’m Here,” etc. 

The Divine gave many points of Christ’s love for us. He 
pictured Christ as one who loved to give service and even Him- 
self for us. 
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The congregation joined in singing, “Amazing Grace.” 

Collection was taken by Bros. W. M. Ramseur and J. C. 
Camp. Amount, $2.55. 

The pastor, Rev. M. A. Murray, was given Jeav> to arrange 
for dinner.

FIRST DAY—THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


Praise Service was conducted by Bro. L. L. Lutz and Rev 
G. Knox. 

The Moderator gave some timely remarks on conduct along 
the line of punctuality. He urged that we meet on time 

By motion the minutes of the previous session was Wrraondd 
to be read. 

The minutes were read and adopted by motion with proper 
correction if any. 

The Enrellment Committee calied the roll. Amount of En- 
rollment collection, $23.50. 

The Mt. Olive Representative asked to be excused to leave 
as his conditions were of such that he could not stay. By common 
consent he was granted privilege to leave on conditions that he 
would see the Financial Committee and arrange for representa 
t.on Fees according to the requirements of the Constitution. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization was ordered to 
report. 

Rev. W. H. Davidson was asked to preside during the dis- 
posal of the Committee’s report on permanent organization. 

The Committee on Permanent -organization made their re-

A motion prevailed to adopt the report. It was caught on iis

R. J. Davidson, A. B. S. T. B. was chosen by motion 
to insta!l the officers. Who in a very intelligent and eloquent 
manner told each one of their duty and responsibility as an 
officer. 

Each officer gave timely remarks in respond. After the re- 
marks Rev. W. H. Davidson surrendered the choir to the Mod- 
erator, Rev. W. A. Roberts. 

A motion was made to give a distinguished visitor ten min- 
utes to speek. Time being short, objections arose. A substitute 
motion was adopted that the speaker be given three minutes in- 
stead of ten. 

Rev. P. S. Walkinson, D. D., the visitor from San Antonio, 
Texas, came forward and met the Association and spoke. 

Dr. W. H. Davidson, the messenger from the Mt. Peace Bap- 
tist Association brought greetings. 

The following visitors met the Association: Rev. C. E. Mc- 
Lecter, Rev. J. H. Price, Rev. D. P. Harley, Rev. J. A. White, 
Re-. J. D. Sturgis, Rev. S. M. Hardin. 

Rev. R. J. Davidson presented Rev. S. N. Davidson, of Char- 
lotte, to meet the Association for the first time. 


Many timely and helpful remarks were given by each one. 
The latter speaker said, in part, “I love for us to differ or to 
procuce facts and opinions.” He stated, “If your productions ar® 
better, I should go to you. If mine be better, then you should 
come to me.” 

Bro. G. C. Caldwell expressed himself with words of grati- 
tude of beirg present in the Association. 

Coliection was taken by Bros. W. L. Logan and J. Corry. 
Amount $1.15.

FIRST DAY—THURSDAY EVENING SESSION 


The time having arrived for devotion, the delegates from 
Ellis Chapel end School Creek Churches appointees to lead Praise 
Service, being absent the honorable Moderator, Rev. W. A. Rob- 
erts led the Service. He asked that some one would sing a Spirit- 
ual. Bro. J. C. Roberts sang, ““We Are Climbing Jacob’s Ladder,” 

Prayer by Rev. R. J. Davidson, A. B. S. T. B. 

Hymn arranged to C. M. “I Heard the Voice of Jesus Say, 
Come unto Me and Rest,” ete., was sung by the congregation. 
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The program of Welcome was then presented. The Moderat- 
or asked that Rev. M. A. Murray, D. D. would come forward to 
introduce the Mayor of the City. He came and introduced Mayor 
i. B. Denny to welcome the Association on behalf of the City. 
In his introductory remarks he said, “The City is fortunate to 
have at its head a Christian Mayor. One who has shown no racial 
prejudice. His administration has been a success. He has provid- 
ed for equal rights for everybody.” 

The Honorable Mayor with much delight spoke to us words 
of inspiration. He gave many instructive remarks. He said, in 
part, ‘That we as races were created by the same God. We worship 
the same God. Whenever the people of God refuses to obey his 
teachings or violate his commands, regardless to race or color, 
they are punished.” He said further, “It is just as necessary that 
you as a colored race will work out your destinies, like other 
races, according to the light you have.”’ He pictured to us by the 
Prophet Jonah that God proved that He has no respect of persons, 
regardless to whatever race or creed we belong God holds the 
destiny of all of us. He said, ‘I welcome you on behalf of the 
City because I would have you to understand that we all stand 
for the same principles. We want your continual cooperation.” 

A rising vote of thanks were tendered to the Mayor for his 
hearty welcome, 

Bro. G. C. Caldwell gave a welcome en behalf of the Church. 
He also made us feel esteemed by saying, ‘‘We welcome you be- 
cause of your intelligence. I welcome you again because our 
fathers forty-one years ago organized this great Association for 
the development of our boys and girls. I want you to feel per- 
fectly at home.’’ 

Rev. H. C. Gannaway, pastor of M. E. Church gave words 
of welcome on behalf of the churches of the city. He proved 
himself equal to the task. He made the ministers especially feel 
welcome to preach in all the churchs. 

Rev. R. J. Davidson, A. B. S. T. B., was asked to respond. 
He made a very timely respond. He said, “I speak the sentiments 
of each one. We feel not only welcome but honored. We are hap- 
vy to be here. Our deportment will be of such, that we are the 
people of God. We are glad of the welcome tonight. 

The Vice Moderator being absent the time having arrived 
Rev. G. Knox to preside. 

The choir sang, “Love Divine, All Love Excelling,” etc. 

» Rev. G. Knox then presented the Moderator, Rey. W. A. 
Roberts m a very intelligent manner. He spoke many words that 
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solicited our attentions and raised our minds to a higher stand- 
ard of Christian civilization. 

Rev. G. Knox led in singing ‘“‘Blest Be The Tie That Binds.’’ 

Afier hearing the Moderator’s address the chairman await- 
ed the pleasure of the body. 

Rev. R. J. Davidson, A. B. S. T. B., after commending it as 
being the best he had ever made, submitted a motion to turn the 
address over to the committee on Resolutions. Motion adopted. 

The time having arrived for the Doctrinal Sermon. The ap- 
pointee, Dr. E. W. Burke, accompanied by Rev. H. C. Gannaway, 
Rav. C. HE. Mchlester and Rev. R. Moncrief entered the rostrum. 

The choir sang a beautiful melody, Hymn 502, 8S. M. “How 
Beautiful are Their Feet who Stand on Zion’s Hill,” etc. was sung 
by the congregation. 

Prayer by R. Moncrief. 

The choir sang another selection. 

The Moderatcr in befitting words presented Dr. E. W. Burke. 
After some timely remarks, he chose a text from St. Matt. 16:18, 
“Upon this Roch I Will Build My Church and the Gates of Hell 
Shall Not Prevai! Against it.” 

Themz: “Foundation and the Durability of God’s Church.” 

Aw the distinguished Divine spoke to us our hearts were 
made to feel glad. 

Tre congregation sang, ‘Roll, gordon, Roll,’ ete. 

Rev. E. E. Hart and Rev. S. M. Hardin raised the collection.

SECOND DAY—FRIDAY MORNING SESSION 


The Moceratcr called the house to order. After congrega- 
tional singing , Bro. Oscar McEfeo and Bro. D. A. Cornwell led 
Prais2 Services. Scripture Lesson, St. Matt. 7th chapter. Hymn 
587 C. M. “A few More Years Shall Roll,” ete. 

Prayer by Rev. J. A. White. 

The Spirit of God was manifested by a lovely handshake 
during the services. 
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The roll was called. Enrollment was continued by the com- 
mittee.

By motion the minutes were read and adopted with proper 
correction. 

‘The fol:owing committees were appointed: Committee on 
Resolutions, Committee on Statistical Table, Committee on Time 
and Place, Committee on Temperance, Committee on Education, 
Committee on New Churches, Committee on Temperance, Com- 
mittee on Obituary and Committee on Corresponding Messeng- 
ers. Some church letters were brought forward and read. 

After some discussion concerning the Washington Baptist 
Church Letter being deficit the delegate asked for 90 days grace. 
A motion was made to accept the money sent which amounted to 
$17.00 and the remainder to be paid in 90 days. Motion adopted. 

The Moderator asked , “Is there any other church that does 
not have enough money to represent fully?” No other one repoit- 
ed. 

A motion was made that the letters of the churches be 
adopied. Motion carried. 

A motion prevailed that the resolution presented by Rev. 
M, A. Murray will be turned over to the committee on Resoiu- 
tions. Motion adopted. 

By motion the topics were to be taken up. 

Topic—“Is the Bible a Safe Guide in the Home?” 

Rev. R. J. Davidson opened the topic. He pictured the Bible 
a safe guide for the following reasons: Ist. Because the Bible 
is the greatest Book. It leads all other books. 2nd. Because it 
is a Divine Revelation of God. Luke. 4:17. 8rd. God used chosen 
men to write the Bible. 4th. The Unity of the Bible. Sth. I 
is God’s voice; not man’s. 

The speaker urged us to search the Scriptures. Take a spec- 
ial study of God’s Word. It is our daily bread. It brings comfort 
to us. It causes us to be humble. As a guide he emphasized that 
God’s Word is profitable for reproof, for correction, for  in- 
struction in righteousness. Lastly, he told us that God’s Word 
will guide us into Heavenly rest. A stanza of ‘Go Preach My 
Gospel saith the Lord.’ was led by Rev. R. J. Davidson. The 
spirit of God ran high through the whole address. 

Rev. S. M. Lowery spoke upon the same topic. After some 
remarks He called our attention to the Bible as being composed 
of law, history, poetry, prophecy, gospels, epistles, and revela- 
tions. Therefore, it is a safe guide. He said lastly, that the Bible 
is a safe guide from hell to heaven. 
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Rev. C. W. Morgan also spoke upon the topic. The speaker 
called our minds to the fact that the Bible or God’s Word can- 
not be changed. Therefore it is a safe guide. 

A motion was made to close the discussion of the first topic 
and take up the next topic—‘‘Why do Baptist Churches organize 
an Association,” and “Is it Beneficial?” The motion was caught 
on its passage. Objections were offered on the importance of dis- 
cussing the first topic as the Bible is the fundamental factor in 
the home. After some earnest discussion, a motion was submitted 
to take up the previous question. motion carried. 


A motion prevailed that we adjourn. Motion adopted.

SECOND DAY—FRIDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


In the absence of the delegates of Center and St Peter 
churches, Rev. W. B. Boyd was appointed to lead the praise 
services. Everyone present seemed to be in one accord. The Mod- 
erator thanked the congregation for the submissive and humble 
spirit manifested in the service. 

The minutes of the previous session was read and adopted 
with proper correction. 

The report of the Committee on Obituary as the program 
called for was omiited. 

The topic, “How can the Ebenezer Baptist Association 
Awake a Deeper Interest in the School Work at Spindale?” was 
presented. 


A motion prevailed to allow each speaker five minutes to 
speak. Motion adopted. 
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Rev. 8. N. Davidson, the appointee was asked by the Moder- 
ator fo open the topic. He declined in favor of Rev. R. J. David- 
son as he was in closer touch of the conditions of the Schoel. 
Rev. R. J. Davidson then spoke. He said, “that the school at Spin- 
dale is the only school owned by the Colored Baptist of Western 
North Carolina and Northern South Carolina. We have twenty- 
two acres of land, building and other improvements worth $72,- 
000.00. He urged that our interest should be awakened because 
of the above facts. 


Rev. Bigles gave some remarks on the topic. He said the in- 
terest may be awakened if the pastors of the different churches 
work for the best interest of the school. 


The Moderator made some very timely remarks also. He urg- 
ed that every word that is spoken ebout th: 


based on facis rather than opinions. 
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Hle said, ‘““We have records to show where the money has 
been used. We have done our best.” 


Dr. P. M. Mayfield from Charlotte, N. C. was introduced by 
t.e Moderator. He said, “If vou want to awaken interest. organ- 
ize yourselves into different auxiliaries. Work together was his 
crowning point on the topic. 


Rev. M. A. Murray, D. D. also gave some timely remarks on 


the topic. 
Other letters were brought forward and read. 
The committee on New Churches reported. (see report.) 


A moticn was made to accept the churches included in the 
report together with the one Rev. W. A. Roberts presented, 
namel;, First Baptist, Lawndale, N. C. Motion adopted. 


A motion was made that the Associational body tender a 
vote of thanks to the pastors and churches for the money brough : 
forward. Motion adopted. 

The committee on Obituary reported. 

A motion was made to adopt the report. It was caught on 
its passage. Objections were given. Then an amendment was made 
to leave blank page in the Minutes with suitable inscription; and 
that business be suspended for three minutes for Memorial Serv- 
ice in honor of the deceased. Motion was carried.

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In this meeting we should contend for one faith, one Lord, 
this meeting to pray, one prayer that our ideas, our different 
minds may be melted down and the material that is left be in- 
strumental in bringing about a millenial dawn when we all shall 
have each others care and fraternal peace. 


We are not here with an iron-clad will like Napoleon, one 
of the greatest generals the world has ever known who is said 
to have leaped the Medeteranean, dashed across the desert, threw 
himself against the Orient and its hinges rusted by five hundred 
years of disuse were shattered. He smoted slothful Europa 
and its Medevial system crumbled to dust.

CONSTITUTION AS REVISED 


We, the Missionary Baptist of Western North Carolina and 
Northern South Carolina, being convinced of the necessity of a 
combination of the churches in order to promote the cause of 
Christ and to maintain and keep the rules of the Association, we 
therefore agree to the following: 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. This body shall be cailed the Ebenezer Baptist 
Association. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The membership of this Association shall con- 
sist of delegates elected by the churches, and their pastors, and 
the delegates must have their membership in the bounds of the 
Association. 

The enrollment fee shall be 50 cents. 

Section 2. No church shall send more than three delegates. 

Section 3. All ordained rainisters who are not too old, ex- 
cept the founders, who failed to attend the Association, their 
names shall not be put on the roll. Licenate preachers subject 
to the same rule. 


ARTICLE III. 


Section 1. The officers of this Association shall be Moder- 
ator, Vice-Moderator, Recording Secretary, Cor esponding Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, Auditor and Executive Board. 
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Section 2. The Executive Board shall act, when necessity 
calls in absence of the Association and report the same to it. 


Section 3. The Moderator shall preside at all meetings of 
the Association and sign all orders drawn upon the Treasurer. 
The Vice-Moderator may assume the same in the absence of the 
Moderator. 


Section 4. The Recording Secretary shall keep an accurate 
account of all the proceeding, prepare the minutes for the press 
and send same to various organizations. 


Section 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall do all the 
corresponding with other organizations. 


Section 6. The Treasurer shall give complete security for 
all monies trusted in his care. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. Every Baptist church should support Missions, 
Education, Church Extension, etc. Therefore this Association 
shall require such of them. 


Section 2. If any church that belongs to this Association 
fails to keep the rules of the Association it shall withdraw the 
hand of fellowship from said cliurch. 

Section 38. The Association shall have no right to infringe 
upon the sovereignty of the church rights as a body. 


Section 4. This association will hold no church as a mem- 
ber who licenses 2 brother to preach who cannot read, spell and 
write reasonably well, and has a fair knowledge of the Bible and 
Engish language. 


Section 5. Any church becoming disorderivy, the Executive 
Board shall investigate and if possible settle the matter or re- 
port the church to the Association. No complaint shall be 
heard from a church in the Association except through a com- 
mittee. 
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ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. Every church shall pay annually to the Asso- 
ciation $1.50. Those numbering over 50 members, $2.25. Those 
over 100 members, $3.00. Those numbering over 150, $3.75. 


Those having 200 members, $6.00 and so on. 


Section 2. Each member of the church belonging to this 
Association under 15 years old shall pay 15 cents annually and 
those over 15 years old, 25c; each minister 35 cents, for educa- 


tional purposes. 


Section 8. All money collected during the Association, Sun- 
day included, shall be used for Associational purposes, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Association; and no money shall be paid

One-tenth of all money éollected, except for 
education during the Association, shal! be given superannuated 
ministers who are not in charge of a church; and at death to 


their widows.

urday of each year. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1. This Constitution may be altered or amended 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present at a: y regular meet- 


ing. 
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RULES OF ORDER 
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1. The Moderator shall preside and decide all questions or 
order subjects to appeal; he shall appoint all committees unless 
otherwise ordered and when two or more arise to speak at the 
same time he shall name the one by the Moderator previous to

2. When a member is about to speak or command any in- 
formation he shall rise and address the president, and confine his 
remarks to the subject under consideration. 


3. No person shall speak more than twice without leave 
from the body. 


4. No member shall absent himself from the Association 
without leave from the body. 
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5. Brethren invited to seats shall have the privilege to de- 
bate but not voting. 


6. <A motion for adjournment shall always be in order ex- 
cept when voting or a member is speaking and shall be decided 
without debate. 


7. The minutes shall be read subject to correction at the 
commencement of every session immediately after organization. 


8. No members shall be allowed to sleep, spit on the floor, 
nor remain out of doors unnecessarily after organization. 


9. No brother shall be allowed to interrupt anyone speak- 
ing, and all personality shall be avoided. 


10. Deceney of speech shall be observed in all delibera- 
tions. 


11. Any brother violating these rules shall pay a | fine of 
10 cents tor each offense. 


12. Any brother speaking otherwise out of order shall be 
called to order by the Moderator, should he refuse to obey shall 
be fined as prescribed in article 11. 
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
